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Expert changes 
stand on merger

The Granite City Steel “plant 
itself is secure,”’ predicted Donald 
F. Barnett, steel economist, who last 
week sent chills through many in the 
Quad-City area with a quote in the 
“USA Today” newspaper that the 
Granite City mill was a likely can- 
didate for closing. 


“It was a misstatement, not quite 
the way I put it,” Barnett told the 
Press-Record. Granite City Steel is 
more likely a candidate for sale. 
However, we're all reading tea 
leaves,” he said. 


Barnett, a former chief economist 
for the American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute, said he would not be surpris- 
ed if the local plant is sold to 
Japanese or Central American in- 
terests, since it does not seem to fit 
into the overall plan of United States 
Steel Corp., which announced last 
week that it has bid to buy all Na- 
tional Intergroup steel-making 
facilities, including GC Steel. “‘Some 
foreign groups have looked at it as 
an interesting purchase,” he stated. 


EVEN UNDER foreign owner- 
ship, the modern mill in Granite City 
would have a long future and salary 
levels should not change much, 
although significant raises in the 
future should not be expected.

He also predicted that more high- 
grade iron ore would be imported to 
Granite City by foreign owners, fur- 
ther increasing the local mill’s pro- 
duction. 

Barnett did not, however, rule out

The Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion approved June 1986 retirement 
plans of Superintendent Bobby Joe 
Davis on Tuesday night and then 
fiercely debated the condition of 
Granite City High School and its 
equipment. 

Pres. David Partney and Board 
Member Ruth Lahr said they saw an 
unacceptable number and degree of 
physical deficiencies when touring 
GCHS. 

Also, changes and deletions in the 
high school’s industrial shops over 
the years were assailed in a long 
discussion with the board by John P. 
Petish, a retired electrical engineer. 
He is a Tri-City Trades and Labor 
Council delegate to the school, 
district’s Citizens Advisory.Council. 


RETIREMENT 2% years from 
now by Davis would complete a span 
of nearly 20 years in which he has 
been the district’s chief ad- 
ministrator. 

“It is my intention to retire effec- 
tive June 30, 1986,”’ Davis said in a 
letter to the board dated Feb. 6 
(1984). 

“It has been a great professional 
pleasure to have served this district, 
since the fall of 1960. 

“The accomplishments that have 
been made in maintaining and ad- 
vancing the quality of education, so 
long a trademark of Community 
Unit School District Nine, have been 
a great source of pride.

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Centers help students 
continue their education 


Counselors at the Educational Op- 
portunity Centers (EOC) are looking 
for low-income adults who never 
finished high school. 

“Many dropouts are unemployed 
or in low-paying, dead-end jobs,” 
says Stephen R. Colbert, EOC pro- 
ject director. “‘They need toupgrade 
their skills if they are going to im- 
prove the quality of their lives, but 
they need to finish high school first,” 
he said. 

Colbert heads a team that pro- 
vides free information and counsel- 
ing on education after high school to 
low-income and unemployed adults. 
The project, under the auspices of 
the Higher Education Center of St. 
Louis, is funded by a grant from the 
U.S. Department of Education and 
contributed services of area col- 
leges, universities and libraries. 

“During the past three months we 
provided counseling and informa- 
tion to more than a thousand new 
EOC participants. Of these, more 
than a third were dropouts from high 
school but 181 were busy working on 
a GED, He told them simply that 


they can’t get into higher eduation 
until they’ve completed lower 
education, and ‘‘We've shown them 
how to go about geting a GED - high 
school equivalency,” noted Colbert. 

“Some dropouts are afraid toeven 
consider college,” he says, ‘‘They 
figure age is against them, but we 
hurry to point out that about a third . 
of the 12 million students enrolled in 
degree programs in the U.S. are 
over 25 brent of ee ‘ee 

“Many es necessary for 
the older student to go fora degree.

If you do choose to buy a phone, 
you could save anywhere from $20 to 
$60 a year, depending on which type 
of phone you have and where you 
live. You can either buy the same 
phone you have been using or go out 
and buy a new one. 


When you get ready to buy, ask 
about warranties. Some are as short 
as 30 days and others last for up to 
five year. Be sure to check whether 
the phone is coverd by a warranty 
that covers any problems, or if the 
warranty is a limited one. Find out 
whether the phone can be repaired 
locally both under the warranty and 
after it expires, or if it will have to be

THE BLAST FURNACES 

Barnett’ predicted that the blast 
furnaces will continue to operate at 
their current level or higher, if a 
foreign owner decides to import iron 
ore. “‘It is better to import ore there 
than to bring Ore into the Great 
Lakes,” he said. Brazil or Venezuela 
could make the best use of the 
Granite City facility, he feels.

Barnett said USA Today apparent- 
ly mixed up several of his state- 
ments and that his intention was to 
say that the Fairfield plant (in nor- 
thern Alabama) cannot be made 
cost-efficient and is a candidate for 
closing, even though U.S. Steel has 
announced it plans to make some 
improvements to Fairfield, in- 
cluding adding a continuous slab 
caster. ‘Fairfield is a mistake, not 
Granite City. The Fairfield location 
is a disadvantage. It will never be a 
low-cost mill. It will be one of the 
highest, even after modernization, 
he predicted. 

Barnett said Steelworkers should 
be concerned more. about their 
salaries than their jobs. ‘Salaries 
are going to be an issue open for 
discussion for some time. The 
American industry carinot afford’to 
pay these rates. Most other steel 
companies have had concessions,” 
he sai 

NOTING THAT National Steel 
employees already have made some 
concessions, Barnett said, “I don’t 
expect to see a (further) cut, but 
look for very little improvement in 
wages over the years.” 

He warned that a major strike in 
the basic steel industry in America 
could jeopardize the current 
recovery and the future of the whole 
steel industry. Other industries 
could fill the void and imports would 
undoubtedly increase greatly during 
a strike: “Mini-mills are’ growing 
and will be in flat rolling by the end 
of the decade. Their products will be 
less expensive, but not of the super 
quality of Granite City Steel. These 
mini-mills would have a major im- 
pact on salaries (in the basic steel 
industry), he predicted. 

IN SUMMARY, Barnett said he is 
confident that Granite City Steel will 
remain an important supplier of 
steel into the future, whether under 
U.S. Steel. or another owner. All 
departments have secure futures 
(except possibly the office jobs, 
which he did not address), increases 
in production of the blast furnaces, 
basic oxygen furnaces and hot strip 
line are.very possible using 
mater brought in from outside of 
the plant, demand for continuous 
cast steel wil] remain strong and im- 
provements may be forthcoming in 
the cold rolled or galvanized lines.

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Bi-State Transit to seek 
input and thank customers 


The Bi-State Development Agen- 
cy, operator of the St. Louis area’s 
public transportation -system, an- 
nounced today a campaign to en- 
courage passenger and public input 
in the-design of bus routes. Also an- 
nounced were promotions to thank 
present bus riders for their continu- 
ing support. 

Beginning in March, Bi-State will 
begin a modest informational cam- 
paign to seek public input in the 
design of bus routes. ‘Transit ser- 
vice in the St. Louis area has not 
been the subject of a major 
reorganization since Bi-State ac- 
quired the system in 1963,"’ Michael 
Setzer, general manager of transit, 
explained to the board of commis- 
sioners’ Transit Committee.

possible effects of the sale. 

The .information would. include 
any likely conflicts of production or 
sales between National Steel and 
U.S. Steel plants. Such situations are 
viewed by the union official as possi- 
ble causes of future plant closings. 
U.S. Steel recently eliminated 15,400 
jobs when it closed several of its own 
facilities. 

Davis said the conflict could pit 
GC Steel against U.S. Steel’s Gary, 
Ind., plant, where a new continuous 
slab caster line is being constructed. 
If U.S. Steel finds that line more cost 
effective than the local one, ‘‘that 
would have a substantial impact on 
Granite City,’ Davis said. 

“IN ALL honesty, I’m trying to 
look at all the pluses and minuses,”’ 
Davis said Wednesday, but he could 
not foresee the probable sale 
creating any new job: 

He cited four basic reasons why 
the union might oppose the sale. His 
first concern is the plant vs. plant 
conflict that could have a greater 
impact on U.S. Steel plants with less 
modern facilites, rather than the 
more up-to-date National plants. 
The loss of any employees, however, 
would not be in the best interests of 
the Stee]workers union. 

Davis’ second area of worry is that 
a merger of National Steel and U.S. 
Steel, coupled with other expected 
steel industry mergers, could mean 
three companies would be responsi- 
ble for 85 percent of the nation’s 
steel output. The danger to 
Steelworkers is the concentration of 
such power in so few hands, Davis 
said. He predicts the situation could 
make the bargining position of 
employees difficult. 


A THIRD consideration is how 
much money U.S. Steel is willing to 
invest in companies, such as Granite 
City Steel. “What is their future 
commitment. .” Davis asked. 

Finally, the union official will 
have to weigh what sort of shift 


relationship would result from a 
change in ownership. National Steel 
has formed joint labor-management 
teams in two of its three plants to 
solve employees’ problems, discuss 
safety measures, increase produc- 
tivity and ease workloads. ‘It has 
been going very, very good," he 
said. The program is not carried out 
at the local steel plant 

According to Davis, U.S. Steel has 
rejected its own labor-management 
ventures and no longer sees the need 
for such teams. 


IF THE Steelworkers’ union and 
U.S. Steel find themselves dead- 
locked on ‘those issues, the union will 
submit written opinions to the U.S. 
Department of Justice to try to pre- 
vent the sale. No formal hearings by 
the Justice Department are ex- 
pected to be conducted, which would 
allow testimony against the sale. 


The union also would contact its 
friends in Congress and attempt to 
get the attention of the president. 

Davis said such tactics stand a 
chance of preventing the sale. ‘This 
is a very tenuous kind of move...15 
years ,ago it (the merger) would 
have been turned down out of hand.” 
He pointed out that in 1971 the sale of 
independent Granite City Steel to 
National Steel Corp. was treated as 
an “‘iffy” proposition. 


National Steel already has orally 
acknowledged the Steelworkers’ re- 
quest to discuss the sale issues.

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Are we being studied to death? 


A new study by the U.S. Government Accounting 
Office (GAO) confirms what we have been harping 
about for years — that, on the average, 26.1 years 
pass between the time Congress authorizes the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers to make a survey of a problem 
and the time the first contract for the work is 
awarded. 

That’s right, more than 26 years. Hillside 
Drainage is a good example. We certainly hope the 
study for a ‘Second harbor north of the Tri-City 
Regional Port, although scheduled for nearly 10 
years from now, will not be stretched out to fit into 
the Corps average timetable. 4 

The GAO studied 18 flood control projects, 16 
navigation projects and a “‘multipurpose’’ water 
project. The study showed that it took an average of 
21.6 years to start work on the navigation projects 
and 29.4 years on the flood projects. The average 

years. 

5 how it develops on the average. Once a 
survey is authorized by Congress, it is approximate- 
ly 8.3 years before funds for that survey are ap- 
propriated, Then it is another 4% years before the 
bee report is sent to the division. Another 1.4 
years|later, it is sent on to Congress. Approximately 


‘7 of a year later, Congress authorizes the project. 


Then, 2.8 years later, initial design funds are ap- 
propriated. Then another 5.6 years passes until in- 
itial construction funds are appropriated and a 
measly 2.8 years later, the first contyact is award- 
ed. 

That’s 26 years of taxpayers paying planners, 
politicians, administrators and corps (pardon the 
pun) of others before a shovel is turned. 

We have said for-years that if, instead of doing 
Hillside Drainage studies, the Corps had used the 
same money to buy land and dig a ditch, water 
would flow downhill by itself and the Hillside 
Drainage would have been a reality years and years 
ago. If the water stopped flowing at one point, a lift 
station could have been installed there and if other 
problems had developed, they could have been solv- 
ed, all, we believe, for less money than has been 
spent in studies. 

The same is true of Horseshoe Lake. If officials 
would stop studying and would just use the money to 
dredge the lake, by the time the studies would be 
finished, Horseshoe Lake could be a clean and deep 
lake. 

If we studied each Press-Record as carefully as 
the Corps studies each study, certainly there would 
be fewer errors in the Press-Record, but we would 
never get an issue out.

Venice. 

Also the Granite City Center of Belleville Area 


College starting a highly-successful college in this 
community, a new log home complex proposed for 
Pontoon Beach, a precious metals recovery firm 
looking this area over carefully and other im- 
provements upon which we have reported issue 
after issue. 

Other good news is the drop in unemployment 
from 15.6 percent in November to 13.8 percent in the 
latest available statistics, declines in crime for 1983 
in Granite City, Madison and an 8.8 percent drop in 
crime in the area covered by the sheriff's depart, 
ment, and on, and on. 

Certainly, the Quad-City area has been in for 
some hard times recently and the proposed U.S. 
Steel purchase of National Steel has left some 
clouds of doubt, but all indications are that things 
are improving and better times are ahead. 

We are sometimes accused of “looking at the 
world through rose-colored glasses,” but it is dif- 
ficult not to be optimistic when reporting on the 
volume of good news we have carried recently. 


Time to challenge gas supply 


Attorney General Neil Hartigan and Governor 
James Thompson should be congratulated for filing 
suit in U.S. District Court in Peoria against Panhan- 
dle Eastern Pipeline Co. for allegedly abusing its 
legal monopoly in Central Mlinois by supplying 
customers, including Illinois Power Co. with more 
expensive natural gas while cheaper domestic gas 
is plentiful. 

'e have said before that we feel every reasonable 
action should be taken to force Panhandle to buy the 
cheapest gas available and to pass the savings on to 
the customers. 

The source of heat in our homes is not something 
any company should be using to make a massive 
profit. Elderly persons on fixed income are freezing 
in their homes or cutting back on food to keep 
warm, 

Panhandle seems to be in a conflict of interest 
which should be resolved. It is a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of Panhandle Eastern Corp. of Houston, 
Tex., which controls several natural gas production 


companies and other pipeline systems. If, indeed, it 
is shown in court that Panhandle Eastern Corp. was 
the recipients of large profits from Panhandle 
Eastern Pipeline Co.’s refusal to carry cheaper 
competitors’ gas, than the relief sought in the suit — 
triple damages paid to the state and thousands of Il- 
linois gas customers — should be ordered. 


It also was Panhandle, you may remember, 
which came under fire for buying expensive li- 
quified Algerian gas, while cheaper domestic gas 
was available, and then passing the higher price on 
to power companies, which, in turn, passed the in- 
creases on to customers. 


It is terrible to think that any company would be 
willing to force elderly people and the poor to pay 
far more than necessary to stay warm so the com- 
pany can make a gigantic profit. We hope the courts 
will act quickly to judge this suit, but we suspect no 
relief will come before this heating season is over.

The president has proposed 
another budget that substantially in- 
creases spending for defense while 
cutting domestic programs of great 
importance to Illinois and all the 
states of the Northeast and Midwest.

Once again, the president propos- 
ed to reduce funding for such things 
as mass transit assistance, housing 
assistance, nutrition programs, 
energy conservation and 
weatherization. 

He proposes an 18 percent in- 
crease in defense spending, triple 
what Congress gave him last year. 

What I hope Congress will do, and 
what I believe it will do, is to give 
President Reagan less than he asked 
for defense, and more than he wants 
for domestic spending. 

An increase in defense spending of 
about six percent would seem a 
reasonable one to me. That would 
allow us to maintain the current 
defense effort, and then some. 

It would also allow us to rescue the 
vital domestic programs the presi- 
dent wants to cut. 

Here are Illinois Facts on the 
budget. 

Defense: The president’s budget: 
requests. an 18. increase in budget 
authority forthe Defense Depart- 
ment. Although Illinois has seen a 
real dollar increase in defense spen-' 
ding, this just kept pace with na- 
tional program increases. During 


1984, Illinoisians will get approx- 
imately $287 per person in direct 
defense expenditures. This com- 
pared with a national average of; 
$533 per person, and $728 per person 
for residents of; southern and 
western states. 4 

Job training: The president’s 
budget requests a 28’ percent cut in 
Job Training Partnership Act Title 
Il funds. This program is used to 
help unemployed youths. Illinois 
received five percent of Title II 
money in fiscal 1984. This will 
especially hurt Chicago, which has a 
youth unemployment rate of 44.6 
percent, as 36,000 youths are 
unemployed. 

Economic development: The 
president has requested a 100 per- 
cent cut in funds for the Ecoriomic 
Development Administration. In 
fiscal 1984, Illinois received two per- 
cent of these monies, and economic’ 
development projects will be hurt by 
thecuts.. © 

Mass transit: The president’s 
budget requests significant cuts in: 
mass transit operating costs. In| 
fiscal 1984, Illinois received 11.4 per- 
cent of all urban mass transit funds.

The U.S. Steel Corpora- 
tion’s recent decision to aban- 
don its efforts to import semi- 
finished steel made by the Brit- 
ish is an important victory for 
our Union, the many members 
of Congress who supported us, 
and many others— including a 
large segment of the press. 

The United Steelworkers 
of America greatly appreciates 
the efforts of all those who stood 
with us during this controversy. 

If the deal for the highly-sub- 

sidized, government-owned British steel had been 
completed, it would have thrown additional thousands 
of steelworkers out of work. . 

They would have joined the growing ranks of steel- 
workers who are suffering the agonies of unemploy- 
ment because of subsidized steel imports, obsolete 
mills and plants, or arbitrary management décisions. 

In the British steel deal, we saw the ugly specta- 
cle of a major American corporation and a foreign 
government trying to make steel policy for the United 
States. : 

The same thing is happening in numerous other 
American industries where subsidized foreign products, 
miade by workers who are paid less than the American 
minimum wage, are dumped on our market. The inevi- 
table result is the human misery of unemployment, 
wage reductions, tax loss and the depression of entire 
communities and areas. ~ 

What we clearly must have in the United States is 


something the other nations 
of the world already have—a 
rational National Industrial 
Policy. Such a policy would in- 
clude a government effort to 
promote the growth and vital- 
ity of the nation’s industries 
and would protect individual 
workers from the effects of radi- 
cal economic change over which 
they have no control. 
Certainly this includes ar- 
bitrary plant closings and 
relocations. No other modern 
industrial society, for example, allows employers to 
move operations hundreds of miles in search of tax 
breaks and non-union labor—a practice which de- 
stroys the lives of workers and their communities. 

As we work toward the adoption of a National Indus- 
trial Policy, we must deal with the immediate problem 
of subsidized steel imports. Acting jointly with a major 
steel producer, our Union has joined a Section 201 
petition seeking quantitative restraints on steel im- 
ports into this country. We intend to do everything in 
our power to eliminate the unfair foreign practices 
which are destroying the American steel industry and 
bringing hardship and heartache to our members. 

We proved in the British steel deal that hard- 
hitting action is effective in protecting the jobs of 
American workers. With the same sort of support 
from Congress and others, we can now move to estab- 
lish a managed steel trade system and develop a 
National Industrial Policy.

At age 80, bowling DaMotte is still ‘Acing it 
He Bowls Four Nights A Week

it isn’t hard to figure out 

how he got his nickname of Ace. 

Bowling fans in the metropolitan 
St. Louis sports ‘area have been call- 
ing Emile DaMotte ‘tAce”’ since he 
took up-the sport of bowling in 1927 at 
age 24.0", . 

“Now; after just celebrating his 
80th birthday, the retired Granite Ci- 
ty wood pattern-maker is not only an 
outstanding active bowler, but has 
expanded his atheltic activities by 
some fantastic feats on the golf 
course. 

He recently shot a highly respec- 
table 54. onthe par 35 front nine at 
Alton’s Cloverleaf Course. And, 
while he,tries to shoot at least nine 
holes each week, bowling is still his 
favorite. 

He Started bowling at the old 
Granite City YMCA lanes (four) in 
the basement. The lanes were mov- 
ed to Madison and increased to 12 
and finally to 16. That was around 
1937. : 

Shortly, after.‘that, he moved his 
main bowling action to the Granite 
City House at Niedringhaus and 
State. The sensational Tom Hen- 
nessey, a’ Granite City native who 
has written many national records 
in bowling, was just starting his 
career in bowling as ‘‘houseman”’ at 
Granite City House. Hennessey is a 
sure-fire candidate for inclusion in 
the Bowling Hall of Fame just being 
built in St. Louis north of Busch 
Stadium. No one would be surprised 
if Ace DaMotte was also voted into 
the same keglers’ Hall of Fame. 


en Bowland opened its doors 
in 1957, Ace. was one of four of

the avid top bowlers chosen to be 
featured in the gala opening 
ceremonies: The other three 
bowlers, Pat Paterson, Tom Hen- 
nessey and Max Legate, among th 
best that the sport of bowling has 
ever developed. 

And Ace bowled right along with 
them and held his own. 

In the four-game exhibition which 
opened Bowland, Ace finished third 
with 840 pins. 

In the four games, Hennessey top- 
ped everyone with 924 pins. Pat 
Paterson was next with 845 and Ace 
was just five pins less with 840. Max 
Legate trailed with a still highly 
respectable 808. 

Legate, incidentally, was pro- 
bably, overall and for longevity, the 
best bowler ever produced in the 
Quad Cities, says DaMotte. 

“Max, at his prime, was sensa- 
tional,”, Ace says with obvious 
sincerity. DaMotte hedges 
somewhat when pressured to pick 
the best between Legate and. Hen- 
nessey. 

‘Ace explains: “Tom came along 
later and had the advantage of bet- 
ter lanes than did Max. I surely 
would have liked to have seen them 
in a head-and-head match, by a 
miracle, it would have been possible 
for them to bowl their match at the 
same age.”” 


Pree he smiles and_ says: 
“Hennessey bowled the first 
perfect 300-game I ever saw and I 
can still, to this date, recall how it 
went. He had a white ball with pur- 
ple specks. He racked up 10 straight 
strikes right in the New York pocket. 
The 11th ball was almost impossible 
to believe it happened, but it did 


because I saw it. Here’s what hap- 
pened. The 11th ball went up on the 
nose of the head pin, momentarily 
left the four and tenth pins standing 

shivering . . . and it then bounc- 
ed up and hit the four pin and the 
four rolled over and knocked the 10- 
pin down to keep his try for’ the 
perfect game going. His 12th ball 
was right in the New York pocket for 
his 12th strike and perfect 300 
game.” 

Ace still bowls four times a week, 
Monday’s .. (12:30 to 3:30), 
Wednesdays, Thursdays and 
Fridays, all at Bowland. 

DaMotte took up bowling along 
with a buddy, another pattern 
maker, Ed Phefiffer. Ever-smiling 
and genial, DaMotte’s visage 
darkened when asked about his wife, 
now deceased . ‘‘I talked Maudie in- 
to taking up the sport around 1957 
and we had a lot of fun. I miss her,” 
he said simply. 


A faint suggestion of tears misted 
Ace’s eyes as he talked about his 
beloved Maudie. He recovered his 
composure quickly and hastily add- 
ed: ‘I'd be really off base if I didn’t 
pay my respects to probably one of 
the greatest women bowlers ever in 
the entire St. Louis metropolitan 
area, Mrs. Ted Auferdheide, of 
Grantie City. She was great. I don’t 
know whether or not she still is bowl- 
ing, but if she isn’t, it wouldn’t be too 
hard to understand. She must be 
nearing a still young 90 years old.’’ 


Talking about greatness: After 
talks with both fans and athletes of 
the Quad-Cities going back to as far 
as 1910, the name of Emile (Ace) 
DaMotte Jr., must be included in the 
list of area’s best athletes.

Youths may vote in 
the beef referendum 


Illinois youth involved in beef pro- 
jects will have the opportunity to 
vote in this month’s beef referen- 
dum. Since there is no minimum age 
for voters, thousands of 4-H and 
FHA participants may be eligible to 
vote. 

There is one simple guideline to 
use to determine voter eligibility: 
you must have owned or sold at least 
one beef animal during the past 
calendar year, or presently own at 
least one beef animal. 


Youths should ask themselves one 
question: ‘‘Do my parents own the 
steer or heifer that is my beef pro- 
ject?” If the answer is ‘‘yes,” the 


youth cannot vote. If the answer is 
“‘no,’”’ the youth can vote. 

A youth does not have to be a 4-H 
or FFA member to be eligible to 
vote. The only qualification is beef 
animal ownership. It is estimated 
that youth in Illinois could have 
nearly 5,000 possible votes in the up- 
coming referendum.

Even if a 
person makes a will which says that his spouse 
is to receive nothing, the surviving spouse can 
still claim one-third of the estate under Illinois 
law.

Donations sought to help catch. 
fish and wildlife ‘poachers’ 


Undercover operations against 
poactiers have proven dramatically 
effective in Ilinois, but future in- 
vestigations may be hampered 
unless law-abiding sportsmen pro- 
vide needed financing, according to 
Department of Conservation Law 
Enforcement Chief Larry Closson. 

Donations are needed to provide 
undercover law enforcement of- 
ficers ‘‘buy ‘money’ to procure 
iegally-obtained fish’ and wildlife, 
Closson said. Illinois law enforce- 
ment Officers assigned this duty 
were often forced to use personal 
funds for this purpose in the past. 

“This put us at a decided disad- 
vantage,’":Closson said. “‘An under- 
cover agent may have to spend $200 
for two deer,’ Closson cited the 
recently passed House Bill 333 as an 
answer to this problem. The legisla- 
tion makes it possible for citizens to 
donate to a special ‘‘buy money” 
fund. The Jacob John Wolf 
Memorial Fund is named in memory 
of a former Chicago state represen- 
tative and ‘deputy director of the 


Deprtment of Conservation, who had . 


long fought for the bill. : 

«We now have the potential for a 

funding source which will permit our 
conservation officers to pursue 
vigorously those who have a total 
disregard for the fish and wildlife 
resources of the state,” Closson 
said. ‘‘The new law clears the way 
for a fund of up to $10,000, based on 
contributions from citizen sport- 
smen and sporting groups. This will 
continue a powerful investigative 
tool for use against poachers and 
other law breakers. 

“This money will be strictly a cash 
investigative fund,” Closson said. 
“The funds will be used primarily in 
obtaining illegally obtained fish and 


wildlife: which will be used as: 


evidence to prosecute the offenders. 
Contributions are tax deductible on 
federal income tax forms.”’ 
Contributions to the fund as of Jan. 
13, included: FISH (Fishermen In-

terested In Sharing Habitat), 
Chicago, $500; Troller’s Unlimited, 
South Holland, $100; Shabbona Lake 
Sportsmen’s Club, Shabbona, $50; 
Maxine Hanson, Stockton, $10; Il- 
linois Charter Captains Association, 
Inc., Elk Grove Village, $100; 
Migratory Waterfowl Hunters, Inc., 
Godfrey, $250. 


Closson pointed out that Illinois 
was.one of the few state conserva- 
tion law enforcement agencies in the 
Midwest without such a fund until 
the recent law was enacted. Costs in- 
curred in previous undercover 
operations were borne either by the 
individual officer or provided by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service or 
other out-of-state agencies. 

The potential for covert operations 
is tremendous, according to Closson. 
He cited the investigation into illegal 
waterfowling along the Illinois 
River, sometimes called 
“Quackscam,” which culminated in 
a series of arrests in November 1980 
as a prime example. 


Another undercover success was a 
long-term investigation centered on 
the illegal sale of sport fish in the 
Chicago area, Closson added. This 
investigation featured the establish- 
ment of an undercover fish market 
in Elgin, managed by undercover 
agents. The operation culminated in 
mass arrests in November 1982. 

“I think both these operations 


dramatized the problem to the 
public at large,” Closson said. “The 
Chicago area fish buying investiga- 
tions resulted |in the confiscation of 
nearly $60,000 of illegally taken sport 
fish. This was a robbery committed 
against the law-abiding sport 
fishermen. 

“Thousands, of deer. are |being 
taken illegally each year by an 
unscrupulous  minority,’’ Closson 
said, “The sad part is that the honest 
sportsmen pays for wildlife and fish 
management efforts through taxes, 
and then the fruit of these programs 
is taken by the outlaw. We believe 
covert operations are a means to 
rectify this deplorable situation. 

“We can put a serious dent in the 
multi-million dollar illegal commer- 
cialization of the state’s fish and 
wildlife resources, but we need the 
public’s help,”” .Closson said. 
“Citizens may help by providing us 
with information regarding of- 
fenders, or they may wish to make 
contributions to the Jacob John Wolf 
Memorial Fund. Either way, they 
will have the satisfaction of striking 
back at the outlaws.””

Kempiners urges consumers to 
carefully read and follow the 
manufacturers’ operating instruc- 
tions and, keep them for future 
reference to ensure safe long-term 
use. 

“These heaters should not be used 
in a closed room,”’ Kempiners said, 
“even if you have to open a window 
slightly. Doors to the rest of the liv- 
ing quarters also should be left 
open.” 

‘The Illinois Department of Public 
Health has the following suggestions 
on. the safe use of supplemental 
heaters: If there is a strong gas 
smell, shut off the gas supply to the 
appliance and open windows and 
doors. Don’t touch any electrical 
switches, use flashlights, telephones 
or other possible ignition sources. 
Call’ a gas serviceman from a 
neighbor’s phone. 

If you own an unvented heater, be 
sure that it includes a devise that 
automatically shuts off the heater 
when the supply of oxygen is 
dangerously low. 

Never use a gas cylinder intended 
for use with a barbecue grill or 
camper indoors.

The future of the Madison County

The EOC subsequently was 
thrown out of its Alton office for 
failure to pay the rent.

THE most appropriate words to 
describe today, Feb. 9, 1984. ‘‘Twen- 
ty years ago today”’ The Beatles per- 
formed live on the “Ed Sullivan 
Show.” 

The year was 1964, an estimated 73 
million TV viewers and 728 lucky 
people in the studio watched and 
listened as the ‘‘Fab Four” sang for 
the first time before a U.S. audience. 

‘“‘Beatlemania,’’ as the 
phenomenon was quickly coined, 
had gripped England in much the 
same way only four months earlier. 
The group appeared on “Sunday 
Night At The London Palladium,” 
telecast across Great Britain to ap- 
proximately 15 million people. 

Their performances on the 
Sullivan Show was aired live on the 
9th, with the second segment per- 
formed from Miami, Fla., on the 
16th of February. The last per- 


formance was shown on Feb, 23. 

America was hooked. 

Songs sung by the foursome in- 
cluded ‘I Saw Her Standing There,"’ 
“I Want to Hold Your Hand’’ and 
“All My Loving.” 

John Lennon, Paul McCartney, 
George Harrison and Ringo Starr 
were catapulted into stardom over- 
night and began careers about which 
literally’ tons of books, magazines 
and articles have since been written. 

The Beatles received $3,500 for 
each appearance on the “Ed 
Sullivan Show.”’ The Feb. 9 show 
began at 7 p.m. St. Louis time on 
that Sunday night. Comedians Allen 
and Rossi had the ‘thonor”’ of follow- 
ing the boys from Liverpool on the 
show. ‘‘My Favorite Martian” 
preceded the Sullivan Show, telecast

Closeup: On RSVP 


The basement of the former McKinley Elementary School, 22nd 
and Iowa streets, is the place older Quad-City residents go when 
they want to reach out and help their community. 

The modest two-room office was once a grade school classroom 
before the building was purchased by St. Elizabeth Medical Center 
several years ago. The center provides the space rent free to the 
senior volunteer placement service. 

‘The basement quarters offer a simple relaxed atmosphere where 
those 60 or older can visit to learn how they can best apply their 
skills to meaningful volunteer projects. 

According to Sharon Sea, coordinator of the Programs and Ser- 
vices for Older Persons sponsored by Belleville Area College, older 
people might feel reluctant to approach an agency directly to ask if 
Volunteers, are needed. “‘We are a helping hand — helping them 
(senior citizens) find assignments,” she said. 

The job might be as a secretary’s or teacher's aide, as a visitor to, 
a nursing home or hospital, as a transportation coordinator, as a 
reader to the blind and handicapped or one of a variety of other 
tasks. Assignments also can be tailored to fit the individual talents 
of the volunteer 

Placements are made with public and private not-for-profit 
organizations. The exception is private health care facilities, where 
volunteers may work to assist their peers. 

The placement service is free and requires only a willingness to 
give four hours a week to a volunteer project. An initial interview 
may be completed at the RSVP office or at the home of the potential 
volunteer. ‘‘I like to go to the their houses and talk to them. It’s 
more personal,” said Myrna Kestérson, Madison County field coor- 
dinator. z 

Volunteers receive liability and accident insurance to cover them 
while they are on their assignments. They also are reimbursed for 
out-of-pocket expenses, including meals and transportation. An ef- 
fort is made to provide a ride, if transportatior is not available to 
the volunteer. 

When a volunteer notifies the RSVP office that a particular 
assignment is not what he or she wants, the office moves the’ 
volunteer to another position. No pressure is ever applied to a 
volunteer to stay with an job that is not suited to him or her. 

RSVP oversees 980 volunteers in the BAC district with about 230 
working in Madison County ‘communities, including Granite City, 
Madison, Venice, Maryville, Collinsville and Highland. St. 
Blizabeth Medical Center is the. largest local user of volunteers. 

Any not-for-profit organization can request workers. "The pro- 
gram Is funded by federal grants and private donations. Money is 
always needed. Contributions are used to pay for the transportation 
costs incurred by the volunteers and to give recognition events for 
the seniors. 

RSVP is one of many programs offered for older residents by 
BAC’s Programs and Services for Older Persons. Other services in- 
clude the Senior Campanion Program, which trains and gives a, 
small salary to lower-income persons acting as senior companions 
to homebound elderly, and the Senior Aides Program, which offers 
part-time employment to those 55 and older.

Lieutenant Governor George H. 
Ryan, chairman of the Illinois Aban- 
doned Mined Lands Reclamation 
Council, has announced that a 
federal grant of $11,470,000, nearly 
$5 million more than last year, has 
been approved for 26 reclamation 
projects in the state.

“This will allow us not only to 
eliminate conditions that threaten 
citizens’ safety, such as open shafts 
and dilapidated structures, but.also 
we will be correcting environmental 
conditions that, in some instances, 
are polluting adjacent water and 
land.” 

Ryan pointed out that the grant 
also has economic benefits. ‘‘By our 
estimates, every million dollars of 
grant money directly or indirectly 
employs 40 people.”’ This is the htird 
construction grant that the AML 
Reclamation Council has received, 
bringing the total to nearly $20 
million. ~ 

The 1984 reclamation sites are 
located in 16 counties and range in 
cost from $9,000 (for the sealing of 
hazardous openings in Vermilion 
County) to $2 million (for the 
reclamation of acid spoils in 
Williamson County). The projects 
were selected from a 1980 inventory 
of abandoned mines in Illinois that

identified 700 sites with significant 
safety and environmental hazards, 
covering about 18,000 acres. 

“Last spring, I had the opportuni- 
ty to testify before Congress and 
meet with U, S. Senator Charles Per- 
cy and other members of the Illinois 
delegation to express may concern 
about the extent of the abandoned 
mine problem here in Illinois,” said 
Ryan. “This year’s award is up 
nearly $5 million over last year’s. I 
feel that this shows that Washington 
is responding to our concerns."” 


Sue Massie, executive director of 
the AML Reclamation Council, 
noted that most of the projects will 
be let out for bid this spring and 
summer, with construction slated to 
begin shortly after. The construction 
grant is effective for three years. 
Typically, the reclamation work will 
involve filling in mine shafts, 
demolishing old coal mine struc- 
tures, grading and covering gob 
(coal waste) piles, and establishing 
vegetation. ¥ 


Reclamation funds are derived 
from a special federal fee on active 
coal operations. A portion of the col- 
lected funds are then allocated to 
state abandoned mined lands pro- 
grams, In 1983, the Illinos AML 
Reclamation Council received near- 
ly $6.7 million for reclamation of 30 
mines. The first year that the coun- 
cil received federal funds was in 
1978, when $267,000, was given for 
reclamation work. 


Corcoran says auto emission 
testing would not help much 


U.S. Senator Charles H. Percy’s 
failure to work to repeal a law re- 
quiring yearly auto emissions tests 
in the Chicago and St. Louis areas 
again illustrates that he is out of 
touch with his constituents, U.S. 
Representative and Republican 
Senate candidate Tom Corcoran has 
declared. o 

“Most everyone in Illinois con- 
siders the impending tests to be an 
unwarraned. burden,” said- Cor- 
coran, who faces Percy in the March 
primary election. ‘‘In the House, 
I’ve done all 1 could to spare our 
citizens from this inefficient means 
of improving air quality. To my 
knowledge, Precy hasn’t joined in 
sponsoring a single bill to prevent 
the undue hardship this rule would 
impose.”” 

Should a program fortesting emis- 
sions of each automobile in the 
Chicago and St. Louis metropolitan 
areas not be in place by mid-year, 
the federal government will cut off 
between $100 and $200 million in 
highway funds it would otherwise 
grant to Illinois. Cars failing tests 
would be required to be repaired at a 
cost to owners beyond the an- 
ticipated $12 inspection fee. 

“We won’t get noticeably better 
air quality for all the hassle the tests 
would create,"’ noted Corcoran. He 
illustrated his point with a chart cas- 
ed on projecions set forth in a study 
commissioned by the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. * 

“I’ve studied the rule’s merits, 
heard what people think about it, 
and co-sponsored and voted for its 
repeal. I’ve used my committee 
position to press for changing the 
law in Illinois’ favor,” recounted the 
14th district congressman. For the 
past four years, Corcoran has been 
co-sponsoring legislation that would 
exempt Illinois from the testing re- 
quirement. 

“We've known we’d be sadled with 
this ‘inspection and. maintenance’ 
proposition for years now. Where’s 
Chuck Percy been?’’ asked Cor- 
coran. 

Percy voted for the legislation 
which included the testing rule in 
1977, Corcoran reported. 

Discussing the testing program 
with reporters at the traffic-heavy 
intersection of Madison and LaSalle 
Streets in ‘‘the loop,” the Senate

candidate used the chart to show 
that air pollution will dramatically 
decrease in the next few years 
without the testing. 

The Illinois EPA study shows that 
in 1980, the emission rate of 
hydrocarbons was up to 1,161,000 
kilograms per day. If the emission 
tests are implemented, in 1987 the 
projected level is 620,000-kilograms 
per day. Without the tests, the 1987 
level will be only 43,000 kilograms 
more at 663,000.kilograms per day. 

“Apart from the problems posed 
by the temptation for graft.as oc- 
curred here when Chicago required 
safety tests 30 years ago and othe 
drain on productivity from having to 
wait in line, the estimated $200 
million cost to Illinois, motorists 
every year is just too much for the 
minimal results we'd get,” Corcoran 
concluded.

Heartworm is a -serious parasitic disease 
that is potentially fatal to dogs. Once 
thought to be limited to warm, humid 
regions, it is now present in every state of 
the Union and in nearepidemic propor. 
tions in all states east of the Rockies. 


The adult heartworm fives within the 
chambers of the heart and blood vessels of 
the lungs, Here it blocks or reduces blood 
flow, leading to death or damage of vital 
organs. It is transmitted from an infected 
dog to an oninfected dog through the bite 
of @ mosquito. The larvae (immature heart- 
worms) pass into the dog's bloodstream.

eight John boats. They were in radio 

-contact with officers ashore in 
vehicles and aloft in a surveillance 
aircraft. 

Seventeen arrests and seven writ- 
ten warnings were issued to 16 
defendants during the operation. 
Charges included attempting to take 
deer.in a closed season, no non- 
resident hunting license, taking 
waterfowl over the limit, no Federal 
duck stamp, unlawful possssion of 
buckshot while hunting, unplugged 
shotgun, no running lights on boat 
and hunting outside a registered 
blind on a waterfowl management 
area. 

In addition, CPOs on route to and 
from the Mississippi River operation 
charged five defendants with com- 
plicity in two separate illegal deer 
hunting incidents.

Those two cases resulted in 17 
charges, including hunting without a 
license, taking deer out-of-season, 
taking deer by aid of motor vehicle, 
taking deer with a rifle, use of light 
from vehicle while hunting with a 
firearm, uncased gun in vehicle and 
discharging gun from public right- 
of-way.

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Consortium to help prepare 
region for major earthquake 


The Illinois Emergency Services 
and Disaster Agency (IESDA) has 
joined the emergency management 
agencies of six other states to form 
the Central United States Earth- 
quake Consortium (CUSEC), to 
prepare the region for potential ear- 
thquakes, along the New Madrid 
seismic zone. : 

The other CUSEC states are 
Arkansas, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Misissippi, Missouri and Tennessee. 
The New Madrid zone stretches 120 
mile long by 40 miles wide along the 
Central Mississippi Valley, from 
east-central Arkansas to the 
southern tip of Illinois. 

“(A moderate or major earthquake 
along the New Madrid seismic zone 


will not observe political boundaries 
and could severely impact portions 
of all seven CUSEC states,” IESDA 

- director Erie Jones said. ‘‘Interstate 
pipelines and transportation 
systems are certain to be affected, 
in addition to the countless localized 
problems like food, water, shelter 
and medical services.” 

The not-for-profit corporation’s 
objective is to. foster the develop- 
ment of a cooperative and stan- 
dardized program for earthquake 
hazard-reduction techniques, 
preparedness planning, public 
education and mutual-aid 
agreements among the member 
states for response antl recovery. 

CUSEC also is working /closely 


with the national’ office of the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) to ensure harmony 
with national earthquake program 
initiatives. The CUSEC area en- 
compasses parts of four FEMA 
regions. 

Jones added that the New Madrid 
zone is the most active in the 
Midwest. Three major earthquakes 
occurred during the winter of 181]- 
12. “Although another catastrophic 
earthquake is unlikely before the 
year 2000, one of smaller magnitude 
could occur at any time: The area is 
now much more heavily populated 
and industrialized, and a moderate 
earthquake could be very 
disasterous,” he warned

Next week, Illinois beef producers 
will decide if they want their state to 
be the 36th to enact a check-off 
system for promoting beef. 


The check off—a system in which - 


every sale of cattle will mean a 50- 
cent donation toward beef promo- 
tion—will get its thumbs up or down 
signal on Feb. 13 and 14 in a 
statewide referendum. All beef pro- 
ducers in Illinois are eligible to vote. 

“A lot of beef producers feel it’s 
high time they got serious about pro- 
moting their product,’ beef resear- 
cher Anthony W. Young said. He is 
chairman of the Southern Illinois 
University-Carbondale Department 
of Animal Industries.

“Through our work, we pinpoint 
areas for constructive action; most 
of -our__ recommendations, are 
directed toward changes in legisla- 
tion’’ added Currie. 

Over the years, the commission’s 
studies and reports have resulted in 
new laws which improve the lives of 
women and their families, Among 
the gains are legislation providing 
for-famity-responsibitity-jebieaves; 
requiring family impact statements 
from agencies submitting human 
services plans; expanding~ flexible 
Scheduling in employment; pro- 
bibiting | sexual, harrassment in 
education and efmployment; pro- 
viding remedies for victims of 
domestic violence; increasing 
women’s access to insurance; pro- 
hibiting discrimination against 
students whose parents are unable 
to pay school fees; @ollecting data on 
Hispanic population 
characteristics; disclosing toxic 
substances in the, workplace; 
strengthening child support-collec- 
tion; allowing joint éustody; man- 
dating programs for_ displaced 
homemakers, and-encouraging use 
of school buildings for after-school 
child care programs. 


“We've come a long way—from 
the time when a woman’s right even 
to hold a job was in question to to- 
day, when there is broad support for 
equal employment. opportunity,” 


Rep-Currie commented. “Yet, even. 


though we have accomplished much 
on the long road to improving the 
status of women, we still have miles 
to go. Further discussion, hearings 
and research in the areas of continu- 
ing discrimination are on our agen- 
da as we seek to attain equity in all 
aspects of our lives.”?
